Tho Legislature lias no moro right

lo regulate the price f money than il
has tho price of mules. No one can
foresee what either will bo worth a

year hence. In some instances a man
could uf! on! lo payun enormous inter
i'ht in others he coulu not allord lo
pay any interest at ull In bo ill cases
no' ml jit be forced lo burrow. Bui
tho 1 nder should not bo lorced to let

out his money for six per cent, vvln--

Ihe borrower could easily give more
and stdl make a handsome pi'ollt. li
ihe Legislature has a right to fix the
rate at six per cenl. it has tho right to

declare that only three per cent., or no

per cent, at ull, shall bo charged Alter
ull tho arguments ou tho sul'Jeet have
beun exhausted there still remains tho

incoulrovertible fact that money is a

more commodity, like the various pro-

ducts ol tho country, and is uecesaiily
worth all it will bring. As a matter of
cou iso we do not menu that the Slate
has no right to establish a rato of in-

terest for tho government of transac-

tions where no rato is agreed upon be

tween the parties, but we do assert
that private individuals have a rlglu to

give and charge any rate of interest
that may bo agreed upon between
ihemaeUes, and that the Statu has no
moral right to step in and interfere.
What will bo the result if it becomes il

legal to loan money at a higher rate
than hIx pi-- cent ! Much thai is evil
and disastrous and little that is bene-ticial- .

Many of the bunks iu ihe Slate
would be forced lo suspend. Capital
would be d"iven from our tradu cen
ters. Some of the host financiers
would leave Tennessee and a general
break up in business circles would oc-

cur. Money would bo scarcer than
now and consequently real estate would
not lie in the least benefitted by the
change, but would rather share in the
general commercial depression. Ten
uessee has tho power to pass such a

law. but Tennessee bus no :iower to
compel men of means to remain within
her borders antl accept just what she
arliiliarily allows lor the use of their
hard-earne- saviugs. We hopo that
no such ruinous law will be called into
existence by our Legislature. It would
onlv be a source ol trouble ami ivoubl
probably be repealed by tho next Gen
era! Assembly.

It would bo difficult lo explain away

tho points so well mudo by our Brown
ville couteinpoisry. Yet wo fear it

will be as tlillieult to convince those
who demand the repeal of the law that
such legislation would prove a dead

hater in commercial centers as that
even could it be tnforced, ils telldenev
would bo to drive capital to States
whose laws legalize a higher rate on

contract than six tier cent. Tennessee
is surrounded by such States, the pro
plo of whom need money from abroad
and are willing to pay what, is known

as the market price.

The following resolutions have been

introduced in the Tennessee Legisla
lure by Mr. Travis, of tho lower house,

with tho request that our Senators in

and Representatives in Congress be

instructed to urge their adoption
Resolved. 1. Thut gold and silver as

a standard ot valuo and u legal tender
in the payment of debts it the United
Slates shall be aiiolishcil.

Resolved. 2. That United States
Treasury notes issued directly from
the Treasury ot the United States by
order of Congress shall bo tho standard
ol value anil tho only lejal tender in
payment of debts in the United Stales.

Resolved. That the law of Congress
authorizing the establishment of na-

tional banks in the United Slates be re-

pealed, mid that all the outstanding is-

sue of said banks and the bonds upon
which this issue is basetl be taken up
by the Treasurer of the United States
with Treasury notes, and that alt out-
standing bonds of tho United States,
that do not require on their face iu the
act authorizing their issue the payment
iu gold, bo takou up by the Preasiirer
of tho United Slates with Treasury
notes.

Resolved, That the Treasurer of the
United Slates bo authorized antl em-

powered to buy the staple products ol
the couutry that will bear shipmei.l to
Europe, and dispose of the same iu for
eigu markets for gold, and take up the
outstanding gold-bearin- bonds of the
United Slates until the issue of lrcas
u ry notes in the United Stales, in vol
time, shall reach two thousand millions
of dollars.

Resolved, That tho legal rate of in

lerest iu the United States shall be four
per cent , and the price ot money shall
be kept at this rate by regulating Hi

price of currency.
Resolved, That all taxes in the Uni

ted Slates shall be made uniiorin, and
bo levied ou the priucioleof ad valorem,
and that special and privilege taxes
shall be abolished.

Resolved, That a tariff of duties on
foreign imports shall only bu levied on
the priuciple of ad valorem, and at the
lowest possible rate, ami that the rale
be lessened friii lime to time uutil the
point of Irec trade be reached.

Resolved, That Congress shall not
grant or sell any privilcgo to any per
son or curpjraiiou whicli may not he
participated in without price by any
citizen of the United Stales.

Resolved, That all proceeds, orders
ortltcfees issuing Irom the Courts ol
the United Stales shall be executed in
I ho States by civil officers aided by the
Stales and not by the officers or sol
diers of the srmy.
